WELCOMED BY MANY 


Mahatma Awaits State- 


ment of MacDonald 


BOMBAY, Jan. 27—In his first 


official utterance since his release 
after nine months' imprisonment 
fa the Yerovda jail, Mahatma M. 
K. Gandhi, leader of the Indian na- 
tionalists, served notice on Great 
Britain today that his efforts in 
behalf of Indian independence can- 
"not cease.

Greeted by thousands of his fol- 


lowers 'on his arrival here from 
Poona, the 61-year old ascetic an- 
nounced that his campaign of civil 
disobedience against British 
rule 


would continue "until all political 
prisonei-s have been released and 
all repressive ordinances cancell- 
ed."

Gandhi declared that the Indian 


nationalist movement was no lon- 
ger controllable by a few "front 
rank leaders."

"It has become broad-based,'' he 


said, "and the large numbers of lo- 
cal leaders thrown into prison 
alone are able to 
deliver 
the 


goods.' ' 


He urged continuance of 
civil 


disobedience pending discussion <^f 
Prime Minister J. Ramsay Mac- 
Donald's statement by the all-In- 
dia congress, meeting shortly at 
Allahabad. He referred to the 
Premier's declaration at the- close 
of the round table conference in 
London, when he said, "the future 


Indians.'"' 


"Our work cannot be suspended," 
Gandhi said. "Indians have 
a 


ight to manufacture salt, to per- 
suade addicts to abstain from the 
drink and drug evils, to boycott 
foreign cloth and picket shops." 


The Mahatma urged Lord Irwln, 


retiring British viceroy in India, to 
Intercede in behalf of the national- 
ists and obtain abrogation of Bri- 
tain's "oppressive policy."

MANY HURT IN 
FASCIST FIGHT 


One Killed When Communists 


and German Police Wage 


Bitter Gun Battle. 


GEESTHACHT, Ger. Jan. 27.— 


One person was killed and 25 were 
wounded in a pitched gun battle 
today between Fascists, Commun- 
ists and police. 


Truckloads of police reserves 


rushed from nearby Hamburg 
finally succeeded in restoring or- 
der, and placing SO of the com- 
batants under arrest. 


The fighting began when 200 


Communist "storm troops" at- 
tempted to creak up a Fascist 
mass meeting here by firing' re- 
volvers. The Fascists, re-inforced 
by a protective detachment of 
police, barricaded themselves and 
quickly replied with volley after 
volley of gunfire. In the ensuing 
firing, scores were wounded, with 
three policemen receiving serious 
injuries.
